Mrs. Brehm and her former husband 
was conducted in one of the small 
offices of the prison. Mrs. Brehm led 
Catherine into the conference room 
with her, Claudy said he was stand­ 
ing nearby, but not close enough to 
hear the conversation. 
Mrs. Brehm herself 
related 
the 
story of the meeting with her hus­ 
band. She said 
Stephenson 
broke 
down, sobbed and drew the little girl 
to him, crying “ my baby, my baby.”

Catherine told a newspaperman to­ 
day. 
As Stephenson talked, Mrs. Brehm 
said, he gave utterance to the wish 
that he might take the girl with him 
aboard some ship and “ sail for 25 
years.”

winter

1925-26 
Charles A. Lindbergh, Hying 
night 
aft A night through rain, snow and 
sleet, twice saved his lit«* by drop­ 
ping in parachutes from his disabled 
planes, 
making 
descents 
which 
stand among tin1 most 
remarkable 
adventures in aviation. 
$ 
On one occasion his plane circled 
five times close to his 
parachute, 
once coining within 399 yards of it, 
threatening each time to collide 
as 
it paraded his descent. 
On another 
occasion 
he 
came 
down first through snow and then 
through rain, 
to alight 
across 
a 
barbed wire fence while 
the 
wind 
pulled away at his parachute threat­ 
ening injury. But Lindbergh was not 
as much as scratched. 
That winter probably stands next 
to the Spring of 1927 when 
Lind­ 
bergh flew t«» Paris, 
as tin* 
unfst 
thrilling of his life. 
It was on the night of September, 
16, 1925 that Lindbergh 
took 
oft 
from Lambert f ield, St. Louis, with 
the night mail for Chicago. Twenty 
miles beyond Peoria, 111., he encoun­ 
tered 
darkness and a blanket 
of 
fog began to cover the ground. By 
the time Marseilles, III., was passed 
this fog blanket from an altitude of 
600 feet entirely obscured the earth, 
lie attempted to fly nndo^ it, hut 
could not, and a flare which 
he 
dropped hoping to determine a sate 
landing pi a (A* hv its light, failed to 
work. He proceeded on to the Alay- 
wood flying field, the air-mail s ta ­ 
tion for Chicago, hut the fog was 
so thick he could not locate it. He 
then set out to pick"up, il he could, 
the beacons of the Transcontinental 


air route, hut* this also was impos­ 
sible. 
At last bjs fuel ran low. He had 
enough left for seven minutes flying. 
There was nothing left for him 
to 
do but to abandon the plane in the 
parachute*—although he could 
not 
see the ground. 
2 At 5,000 feet the engine sput­ 
tered and died,” Lindbergh wrote in 
his official report of what was 
to 
him merely an incident in tin* life 
of a flier, 
“ I stepped* upon the cowling and 
out over the right side of the c o c k ­ 
pit, pulling the rip Cord after about 
a 190-foot fall. 1 was falling head 
downward 
when 
the risers jerked 
me into an upright position and the 
chute opened. This time I saved the 
rip cord. 
“ I pulled the flashlight from my 
belt and was playing it down toward 
the top of the fog when I heard tin* 
plane’s engine pick up. When I jum p­ 
ed it had practically stopped dead 
and 
I had neglected 
to 
cut the 
switches. Apparently when the ship 
nosed down an additional supply of 
gasoline drained to the carburetor. 
Soon she came into sight about 
a 
quarter of a mile away, headed 
in 
the general direction of my p a r a ­ 
chute. 
“ I put the flashlight 
in a pocket 
of mv flying Mjjt preparatory to slip­ 
ping the parachute out of the way, 
if necessary. The plane was making 
a left spiral of about a mile diame­ 
ter and 
passed approximately 300 
yards away from my ’chute, leaving 
me on the outside of the circle, 
“ I was undecided as to whether 
the plane or I was descending the 
more rapidly and glided my chute 
away from 
the spiral path of the 
ship as rapidly as I could. 
“ The ship passed completely out 
of sight, but reappeared again in a 


few seconds, its rate of descent be­ 
ing about the same as that of the 
parachute. 
*‘I counted five spirals, each one 
a little further away than the last, 
before reaching the top of the fog 
hank. When I settled into the fog 1 
knew that the ground was within 1,- 
000 feet and reached for the flash­ 
light, hut found it to be missing.

could see neither earth nor stars and 
had no idea what kind of territory 
was below. I crossed my legs 
to 
keep from straddling a branch

wire guarded my

hands and waited." 
“ Presently 1 saw the outline 
of 
tlie ground and a moment, later was 
down in a cornfield.” 
Lindbergh was unhurt. He found 
the w reck ag e of his plane two miles 
away. 
Lindbergh's next 
and 
his 
lasf 
drop from a plane by parachute was 
on the night of November 3, 1925. 
Near Peoria, 111., he encountered 
snow and although lie descended to 
an altitude of only 299 feet, could 
not >ee the ground. He circled and 
explored, looking for a spot where 
the weather might he favorable for 
a landing, for more than an hour. 
But short of fuel forced a crisis. 
Of this Lindbergh wrote: 


“ When about 10 minutes gas re­ 
mained in the pressure tanks 
and 
still I could not see the faintest out­ 
line of any object on the ground, I 
decided to leave the ship rather than 
attempt to land 
blindly. 
I turned 
back southwest toward less populat­ 
ed country and started climbing in 
an attempt to get over the eoulds 
before jumping. The main tank went 
dry at 7:51 and the reserve at 8:10 
p. ni. The altimeter then registered 
approximately 14,000 feet, yet tin» 
fop of the eoulds 
apparently 
was 
several thousand feet higher. 
“ I rolled the stabilizer, 
cut 
the 
switches, pulled the ship up info 
a 
stall and was about to go out over 
the right side of the cockpit when 
the right wing began to drop. Tn this 
position 
the 
plane 
would 
gather 
speed and spiral to the right, pos­ 


sibly striking my parachute after 
its first turn. 1 returned to the con­ 
trols and afcr righting the plane 
dove over the left side of the cock­ 
pit while the 
airspeed 
registered 
about 70 miles per hour and the al­ 
timeter 13,000 feet. 1 pulled the rip 
cord immediately after clearing the 
stabilizer. I had left the ship 
head 
first and was falling in that position 
when tin* risers whipped me around 
into an upright position and 
the 
chute opened. The last I saw 
or 
heard of the plane was as it disap­ 
peared into the < loads just after my 
chute opened. 1 placed the rip e.ord 
in my pocket and took out my flash­ 
light. 
“ It was snowing and very cold. 
For the first minute or so the p a ra ­ 
chute 
descended 
smoothly, 
then 
commenced an excessive obcillation 
which.continued for about live min­ 
utes and which I was unable 
to 
check. 
“ The first indication that I was 
near ground was a gradual darken­ 
ing of tin* space below. The snow had 
turned to rain 
and although 
my 
chute was thoroughly soaked, its os­ 
cillation had greatly decreased. 
1 
directed the beam of tin* 5500-foot 
spotlight downward but. the ground 
appeared so suddenly that I landed 
directly on top of a 
barbed 
wire 
fence without seeing it. The fence 
helped 
to break my fall and the 
barbs did not penetrate 
my 
heavy 
flying suit. Tin* chute 
was Idown 
over the fence and was hold open 
for some time by the gusts of wind 
before collapsing.” 
Lindbergh 
folded 
his parachute 
and started in search of his plane. 
He was unable to find it until the 
next day, when lie located it from 
another plane, within a quarter of a 
mile of tin* place where he landed. 
None of these experiences seemed 
to daunt 
Lindbergh. He said little 
regarding them. They gained slight 
attention, compared to their d r a m a ­ 
tic qualities. He would yome in from 
a night of fighting the winter storms, 
hurst into the cottage where he and 
his companion fliers lived, and turn 


himself into reading 
on 
scientific 
subjects, to practical jokes or a de­ 
mand for food. 
lie was a hearty enter. A small 
steak and two or even more eggs 
formed his favorite breakfast. Louis

life Story of Capt. Lindbergh 


Who Flew to Fame in 34 Hours

CHAPTER TEN 


During the 
winter of 1925-26 


Charles A. Lindbergh, flying night 
afteV night through rain, snow and 
sleet, twice saved his life by drop- 
ping in parachutes from his disabled 
planes, 
making descents 
which 


stand among the most remarkable 
adventures in aviation. 


On one occasion his plane circled 


five times .close to his 
parachute, 


once coming within 3(1(1 yards of it, 
threatening each time to collide as 
it paralled his descent. 


On another occasion 
he came 


down iirst through snow and then 
through rain, to alight across a 
barbed wire'fence while the 
wind 


pulled away at his parachute threat- 
ening injury. But Lindbergh was not 
as much as scratched. 


That winter probably stands next 


to the Spring of 1927 when Lind- 
bergh flew to Paris, as the 
mo'st 


thrilling of his life. 


It was on the night of September, 


10, 1925 that Lindbergh took off 
from Lambert Field, St. Louis, with 
the night mail for Chicago. Twenty 
miles beyond Peoria, 111., he encoun- 
tered darkness and a blanket of 
fog began to cover the ground. By 
the time Marseilles, 111., was passed 
this fog blanket from an altitude of 
fiOO feet entirely obscured the earth. 
He attempted to fly und«/ it, but 
could not, and a flare which 
he 


dropped hoping to determine a safe 
landing plaA- by its light, failed to 
work.'He proceeded on to the May- 
wood flying field, the air-mail sta- 
tion for Chicago, but Ihe fog was 
so thick he could not locate it. He 
then set out to pick'up, if he could, 
the beacons of the Transcontinental 


air, route, buf this also was impos- 
sible. 


At last h^s fuel ran low. He had 


enough lefj for seven minutes flying. 
There, was nothing left for him to 
do but to abandon the plane in the 
parachutci—although he could 
not 


see the ground.

tered and died,7' Lindbergh wrote in 
his official report of what \yas to

100-foot fall. I was falling head 


downward 
when, the risers jerked 


me into nn upright jiosition and the 
chute opened. This time I saved the 
rip cord. 


"I pulled the flashlight from my 


belt and was playing it down toward 
the toj) of the fog when I heard the 
plane's'engine pick up. When 1 jump- 
ed it had practically stopped dead 
and I had neglected to cut -the 
switches. Apparently when the ship 
nosed down an additional supply of 
gasoline drained to the carburetor. 
Soon she came into sight about a 
quarter of a mile away, headed 
in 


the general direction of my para- 
chute. 


"I put the flashlight in a pocket 


of my flying suit preparatory to slip- 
ping the parachute out of the way, 
if necessary. The plane was making 
a left spiral of about a mile diame- 
ter and passed approximately 300 
yards away from my 'chute, leaving 
me on the outside of the circle. 


"1 was undecided as to whether 


the plane or I was descending the 
more rapjfjly and glided my chute 
away from the spiral path of the 
ship as rapidly as I could. 


"The ship passed completely out 


of sight, but reappeared again in a 


few seconds, jts rate of descent be- 
ing about the same as that of the 
parachute. 


"I counted five spirals, each one 


a little further away than the last, 
before reaching the top of the fog 
bank. When I settled into the fog I 
knew that the ground was within 1,- 
000 feet and reached for the flash- 
light^ but found it to be missing. I 
could see neither earth nor stars and 
had no idea what kind of territory 
was below. I crossed my legs 
to 


keep from straddling a branch or 
wire guarded my face, jrith 
my 


hands and waited." 


"Presently I saw the outline of 


tlie ground and a momeni later was 
down in a cornfield."

He circled and 
explored, looking for a spot where 
the weather might be favorable for 
a landing, for more than'an hour. 
But short of fuel forced a crisis. 


Of this Lindbergh wrote: 
"When -about, 10 minutes gas re- 


mained in the pressure tanks and 
still I could not see the faintest out- 
line of any object on the ground, I 
decided to leave the ship rather than 
attempt to land blindly. I turned 
back southwest toward less populat- 
ed -country and started climbing in 
an attempt to get over the coulds 
before jumping. The main tank went 
dry at 7:51 and the reserve atr 8:10 
p. m. The altimeter then registered 
approximately 14,000 feet, yet the 
top of the coulds apparently 
was 


several thousand feet higher. 


"I rolled the stabilizer, cut the 


switches, pulled the ship up into a 
stall and rfas abojjt to go out over 
the right side of the cockpit when 
the right wing began to drop. In this 
position the plane 
would 
gather 


speed and spiral to the right, pos- 


sibly- striking my parachute after 
its first turn. I returned tp the con- 
trols and afer righting the plane 
dove over the left side o£ the cock- 
pit while the airspeed registered 
about 70 'miles per hour and the al- 
timeter 13,000 feet. I pulled the rip 
cord immediately after clearing the 
stabilizer. I had left the ship head 
first and was falling in that position 
when the risers whipped me around 
into an upright position and 
the 


chute opened. The. last I saw 
or 


heard of the plane was as it disap- 
peared into the t-louds just after my 
chute opened. I placed the rip c.ord 
in my pocket and took out my flash- 
light 


"It was snowing and very cold. 


For. the first minute or so the para- 
chute descended smoothly, 
then 


commenced an excessive obcillation 
whifih.continued.for about five min- 
utes and which I was unable 
to 


check. 


"The first indication that I_ was 


near ground was a gradual darken- 
ing of the'space below. The snow had 
turned ,to rain and although xmy 
chute was thoroughly soaked, its os- 
cillation had greatly decreased. I 
directed the beam of the 5500-foot 
spotlight downward but the ground 
appeared so suddenly that I landed 
directly on top of a 
barbed 
wire 


fence without seeing it. The fence 
helped to break my fall and the 
barbs did not penetrate my heavy 
flying suit. The chute was blown 
over the fence and was held open 
for-some time by the; gusts of wind/ 
before collapsing." 


'Lindbergh 
folded his parachute 


and started in Search of his plane. 
He was unable to find it until the 
next day, when he located it from 
another plane, within a quarter o£ a 
mile of the place where he landed. 


None of these experiences seemed 


to daunt Lindbergh. He said little 
regarding them. They gained slight 
attention, compared to their drama- 
tic qualities. He would come in from 
a night of fighting the winter storms, 
burst into the cottage where he and 
his companion fliers lived, and turn 


himself into reading on scientific 
subjects, to practical jokes or a de- 
mand for food. 


He was a hearty eater. A small 


steak and two or even more eggs 
formed his favorite breakfast. Louis 
de Haatre, who runs 
the 
lunch 


place near Lambert Field, St. Louis, 
considered him one of his best cus- 
tomers, particularly for "hot dogs.'' 


•'I just can't imagine 'Slim' Lind- 


bergh being any different after all 
this fame*" unused de Haatre recent- 
ly, "but I suppose it.-is bound 
to 


change him Jwmie."
